The apparent intent of the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad (N&W) to close 
permanently one of its street crossings 
to auto traffic in Romulus is being met 
with a wall of opposition from nearby 
homeowners. 

A petition, signed by 59 residents of 
the Columbian Subdivision in the west- 
central part of the city, was presented 
to the City Council in an effort to stop 
the railroad from making a deaej-end 
out of a crossing on Romaine Road 
between Perry Street and Goddard 
Road. 

N&W wants to close the crossing for 
safety reasons and financial savings to 
the city, according to David Paul, 
director of the Department of Public 
W’orks (DPW). He said an N&W official 
also claimed the closing would cause no 


major inconveniences to local citizens. 

The residents opposing the closing 
live in the area bounded by Ozga Road 
on the west, the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad tracks on the east, theN&W 
tracks on the south and 1-94 on the 
north. The residential area has ap- 
proximately 60 homes 

Known on city charts as the 
Columbian Subdivision, the neigh- 
borhood has three entrance-exit routes 
including the one on Romaine. Its 
closing would leave two access routes. 


Thecitizens’ petition, filed at a public 
meeting last week before the City 
Council, contended the closing would 
hamper fire and emergency vehicle 
service to the subdivision 
The petition also stated that safety at 
the crossing did not seem to be a 
problem. 

The residents added that slow- 
moving or parked trains often block the 
Ozga and Shook roads entrances to the 
subdivision simultaneously, presenting 
a potential danger to the area if 
Romaine is closed. 


Wilbur W. Koester, 62, of 11026 
Meredith, who collected 40 of the 59 
signatures from what he described as 
“three-quarters of the residents," 
argued that the railroad’s contention of 
the safety factor is ill-founded. 

‘Tve lived in this location for 40 
years and the crossing always has been 
here," he said. “And there’s only been 
one fatal accident there.” 

The railroad also cited the $10 per 
month charge to the city for main- 
tenance of the crossing as a reason for 
closing it. The closing would save the 


city that charge each month, it said. 

the N&W tracks cross city streets 
five times. 

Paul said he received a letter from 
the Michigan State Highway Depart- 
ment last Nov. 5, informing the city of 
the proposed closing of the N&W 
crossing for four specific reasons: the 
crossing is at a 45 degree angle; 
eastbound Goddard traffic is subjected 
to “restrictive sight distance” down the 
track, there is accessibility to the 
residential area via Shook Road or the 
new Ozga Road overpass over 1-94 ; and 


the average daily traffic count on 
Romaine was low 

However, traffic counts made there 
on tour consecutive days from Dec 1?- 
15 showed an average of 697 vehicles 
using the crossing, a figure Koestej 
and others say is not “low.” 

“I would say the traffic count em- 
phasizes the need to keep the crossing 
open,” he added 

The City Council took no action on the 
matter at the public meeting, but Paul 
Monday said he is drafting a letter to 
N&W. informing it of the city’s op- 
position to closing the crossing. 

The railroad likely will file a petition 
with the Michigan Public Service 
Commission for a hearing on the issue. 
Final determination on the closing then 
would be made by the commission, said 
City Attorney Stephen Cooper. 

N&W officials could not be reached 
for comment at their St. Louis, Mo. 
offices.

Romulus is holding four hearings, the

Tonight’s hearing begins at 7:30 at 
Gordonier Elementary School, 29814 
Smith Road. Tomorrow’s meeting also 
hegins at 7:30 u.m. at City Hall, 11111 
Wayne Road. Tuesday’s final hearing 
wi 7:30 p.m v ill be at the Beverly 
Elementary School, 35408 Beverly 
Road 

City officials primarily are interested 
in channeling the grant money toward 
restoring residential areas, containing 
abandoned houses, particularly the 
Meadows Subdivision near Eureka and 
Middlebelt roads. 

The hearings include a 30-45 minute 
explanation of the grant by city of- 


ficials, followed by a question-and* 
answer session and concluding with the 
open hearing on the city’s grant ap- 
plication

The city has mailed leaflets to 
residents informing them of the public 
hearings and explaining the substance 
of the grant. 

Some o f the citizen suggestions made 
last week for use of money were for 
recreational facilities and improving 
the city’s police protection.

Wayne mayor responds 
to 'dinner bucket' claim

Wayne is not a “dinner-bucket 
community," and Wayne Mayor 
Patrick Norton wants to make that 
perfectly clear to the officials of neigh- 
boring communities who seem to be ill 
informed about the city’s organization 
Norton was reacting to a recent 
statement by Romulus Mayor Terry L. 
Troutt who was irked because Romulus 
did not have a recreation center like 
Wayne’s, adding that Romulus could 
certainly afford one if cities, such as 
Inkster, Wayne and Taylor, could 
“A lot of people feel we need it 
badly,” he said “But there’s no money, 
for it, It Inkster, Wayne and Taylor — 
what I call dinner-bucket communities 
— can afford one, we can, too .” 


Norton reacted to the comment, 
blaming Troutt for being misinformed 
about the City of Wayne, which has 70 
per cent of its tax base in industrial 
and commercial businesses. 

“I really don’t understand what 
he means by ‘dinner-bucket com- 
munity,’ " Norton said. “It must be 
some Southern colloquialism 


“Apparently, he knows even less about 
the City of Romulus than about Wayne 
All three communities he mentioned 
significantly are more organized than 
Romulus.” 

Troutt had singled out those three 
cities because of their small tax base, 
meaning fewer tax dollars from in- 
dustry. 

Norton countered that the tax base 


from industry and commercial 
businesses in Wayne almost is equal to 
that of Dearborn, the home of the 
elaborate Ford Motor Co. plants and 
offices 

Large industries within Wayne in- 
clude the Michigan Truck Plant, Wayne 
Assembly Plant and Unistrut Corp. 
Also scheduled to move into Wayne this 
year is Perkins Engines Inc . a Massey - 
Ferguson Inc. division that 
manufactures deisel engines 

“We’ve had unbelievable luck in 
industrial development in the last few 
years," Norton said “I’m most pleased 
with the way Wayne is going 
recreation ally and industrially.” 

The Wayne Community Center and 
ice arena, alluded to by Troutt, opened 
in Wayne in October 1974

Complaint night lacks gripers

Either everything is just fine in 
Romulus or citizens for a number of 
reasons are having trouble airing their 
gripes before City Council. 

Council President and Mayor Pro 
Tern Beverly McAnally is leaning 
toward the second explanation as the 
reason why so few citizens attend the 
council’s monthly Citizens Complaint 
Nights, a chance for taxpayers to direct 
their gripes to the entire bodv. 


“We just don’t average very big 
turnouts,” she said “You can interpret 
it two ways: either everything is just 
great in the city or it’s just too much 
trouble to come to the meetings 
Another reason may be that the issues 
are too pressing.” 

Mrs McAnally also listed trans- 
portation as a possible factor keeping 
citizens at home and away from the 
monthly council sessions reserved for 
them. 

Because of that factor, she added that 


the council in February probably will 
begin holding the meetings in various 
elementary schools around the^ city, 
possibly beginning at Beverly School 
and advancing alphabetically through 
the list 

“If they don’t come here (City Halh, 
l feel we have an obligation to go to 
them,” she said “I think if the citizens 
know we re coming to their area, the 
interst in attending the meetings might 
be increased 

“As it is. sometimes we have only 


four or five people at one of these 
meetings. The city can’t operate in a 
vacuum not knowing what the people 
want ” 

Mrs McAnally hopes by moving the 
Citizens Complaint Nights around to 
different locations each month, “we 
will reach every segment of the com- 
munity within the year.” 

She added that an announcement will 
be made regarding the definite location 
of the first meeting under the new 
format next month.

Judge Kennedy then suggested the 


hearing resume Jan 24. to which 
Fadem agreed, if his schedule per- 
mitted 

According to the court clerk, the 
hearing is only about one day from 
competition. 

The City of Romulus, Romulus 
Community Schools and a homeowners 
group are seeking at least a temporary 
injunction against the runway.

Officials promote 
snowmobile trails 


If snowmobilers across 
Western Wayne County only 
knew what was awaiting 
them in Romulus, the city’s 
new 8-mile long 
snowmobiling trail at 
Beverly and Hbnry Ruff 
roads would be overflowing 
with enthusiasts. 

That is the reasoning of 
city officials who are em- 
barking on a promotional 
effort to make the trail 
known to the entire area. 

The winding trail, 
covering 110 acres in the 
Beverly-Ruff Park, recently 
opened to the public and is 
'awaiting another big snow to 
form a solid base. 

The city’s Recreation 
Department plans to send 
flyers home with school 
children in Romulus to in- 
form their parents of the 
opening of the trail. Other 


areawide promotional ef- 
forts also are being con- 
sidered. 

Tbe main “selling point” for 
the trail is that it is the only 
municipally-owned trail in 
the county, said Recreation 
Department Director Marie 
DeBuysscher. 

“But we haven’t had too 
many people because they 
don’t know about it,’’ she 
added. 

The trail is open weekdays 
from 3:30 p.m. to 8 p.m. and 
weekends from noon to 8 
p.m. The daily fee is $2 for 
city residents and $4 for non- 
residents. Persons must 
have their own snowmobiles. 

A portable building is on 
the site containing heated 
i^strooms and a warmup 
shelter. Refreshments also 
are for sale. 


City Council gets 
discussion room 


The two rooms in City Hall 
originally set aside as an 
office for the Romulus City 
Council finally are realizing 
their intended purpose. 

Gone from one of them are 
the city’s billing machine 
and rows of file cabinets, 
replaced by the council 
secretary’s desk which for so 


long rested in the room 
supposedly reserved for 
council members to meet 
informally with constituents 
and each other. 

What the reshuffling of 
furniture and equipment 
means is that a councilman 
at last has someplace to go to 
talk in privacy. 


Governmental units from 
the national level down to the 
local level should not “put 
off” purchases of 
automobiles, but should act 
now to buy new cars and 
lessen the inventories at U.S. 
dealerships, contends 26th 
District Wayne County 
Commissioner Edgar L 
Harris. 

In a resolution to be 
presented fo the Board of 
Commissioners tomorrow, 
Harris urges all govern- 
mental units to make car 
purchases now to lessen the 
inventories and bring about 
a re-hiring of laid-off auto 
workers. 

He said more than 250,000 
autos are registered to 
governmental units, not 
including the military. 

“The elimination of the 
excessive inventories at 
lealerships would stimulate 
employment and production 
throughout a major portion 
of the national economy,” 
added the Taylor Democrat. 
Harris’ district includes 
Romulus, Rockwood, Flat 
Rock, Huron Township and a 
portion of Taylor. 

In the resolution Harris 
noted that as of Jan. 1 the 
new car inventory in the U.S. 
totaled 1,654,000 vehicles, or 
a 96-day supply. He said 
some units of government in 
the near future will be 
replacing their official cars 
and urged those units to 
replace them now. 

He added that buying now 
“it would save taxpayers* 
money, because many 
dealers are offering price 
incentives to stimulate 
sales.” 

Harris said the large car 
inventories and subsequent 
layoffs of auto workers has 
caused “massive unem- 
ployment nationally with 
12.4 per cent unemployment 
in the . tri-county 
Metropolitan Detroit area 
and an estimated 22 to 25 per 
cent unemployment in the 
inner citv.

The year that just ended was not the 
worst in our history despite inflation, 
recession, crime and corruption in high 
places. Why then was it such a 
depressing year? 

The answer, I think, is that it was a 
year of facing facts. Rather like a 
family facing up to illness or a moun- 
ting debt or incapacity to maintain its 
living standard, Americans during 1974 
became aware that reality was not 
what they had long imagined. 

It was the first year in our history 
when, according to one poll, a majority 
of Americans expected to be worse off 
in the future than in the past. 

It was a year when we had to admit 
that a tiny group of underdeveloped 
states could make life very un- 
comfortable— even dangerous— and 
that there was nothing in in the world 
we could do about it. 

It was a year when we understood for 
the first time that there were limits to 
what our generosity could accomplish. 

Famine in Africa and in Bangladesh 
were catastrophes which in other years 
Americans would surmount by virtue of 
their enormous reserves and a 
charitable spirit. But this was the year 
when our secretary of state was first to 
admit that some people simply would 
have to starve. 


This also was the year in which our 
productivity declined. At some point 
(Was it in the ’50s?) the number of 
Americans who had experienced the 
Great Depression was surpassed by the 
number of those who had only heard of 
it. Was it at that point that we began to 
assume that the security of a job was a 
natural right, due to each person by 
virtue of birth or citizenship and not 
necessarily related to whether or not he 
gave it all he had? 

At any rate, 1974 was the year when

this newer generation began to find out 
that the assumption was not true. 

It was the year, as David Brinkley 
has said, when we first asked ourselves 
whether a house was an economical 
thing to own. It also was the year when 
we realized that owning a car was a 
luxury and owning two or three cars 
was a waste. 

We were not what we thought we 
were. 

We were not invincible, not destined 
to a higher and higher standard of 


living, not impervious to the troubles of 
the rest of the world, not even a sure 
bet to conquer our own troubles at 
home 

This is what we learned in 1974 and 
we also learned that there was no 
charismatic leader with a handsome 
smile and ready answers to all our 
questions waiting to mount the podium 
and tell us what to do. Instead, we found 
in Gerald Ford an earnest and honest 
plodder, as surprised as we to note the 
ugly facts and with no more idea than 
the rest of us as to what to do about 
them. 

It was a depressing year, the one just 
ended. 

But the act of facing reality is often 
depressing and just as often is endowed 
in hindsight with the aura of 
decisiveness and bootstrap-pulling. 
Maybe 1974 will be so recorded and, like 
the man who looks at himself in the 
mirror and determines to change 
course, we will some day look back 
upon this year and say: “That was the 
time when we took stock, recognized 
our limitations and our strengths and 
decided to live within our income. 

"It was unpleasant at the time but, 
looking back now, it was a year of 
which we can be proud.

PRETORIA, Republic of South 
Africa— South Africans of differing 
political views bitterly resent the 
double standard by which they feel the 
world judges their country. 

In various international forums— 
from the United Nations (UN) to 
multinational sports bodies— 
Communists, third world radicals and 
their self-professed liberal followers 
strive to humiliate and isolate South 
Africans. This effort is particularly 
marked among many social action 
oriented western church groups. 

Picking on the South Africans has 
come to be a ritual at many in-

temational gatherings. It makes little 
difference whether the discussion 
relates to world financial problems or 
tennis, some of those present believe 
they can make points with so-called 
“world progressive thought" by taking 
a swipe at South Africa’s racial 
policies. 

In comfortable drawing rooms in 
Washington, London and Paris, the 
radical chic find tnat denouncing South 
Africa gives them almost as much 
cause for self-congratulation as they 
received a few years ago by 
denigrating the United States role in 
Vietnam. 

This autumn only a triple veto by 
the United States. Britain and France 
kept South Africa from being expelled 
from the United Nations 

And even while they were carrying 
out their rescue effort, the three 
western powers carefully stressed their 
distaste for apartheid, the republic’s 
controversial policy of separation of 
and separate development for its racial 
groupings. 

While South Africa still belongs to the 
world body, a coalition of black 
African, Arab and Communist coun- 
tries succeeded in preventing the South 
African delegation from taking any 
part in the 1974 session of the UN 
General Assembly 

Ironically, South Africa in this case 
was judged and found wanting by 
countries copy which share the African 
continent with her are controlled by 
civilian strong men or military dic- 
tators Some of them have violated 
basic human rights even to the extent of 
practicing genocide on elements of 
their own population. 

It is not hard to see. therefore, why 
white South Africans believe they are 
the victims of a double standard. 


The evidence also indicates that 
outside denunciations are counter 
productive so far as the black, colored 
(mixed blood) and Indian populations 
in South Africa are concerned. 

The resentment such criticism fans 
inside South Africa tends to strengthen 
the hand of the extremely conservative 
elements in Prime Minister John 
Vorster’s National government. 

Afrikans speaking whites have a 
word — verkrampte — for the un- 
bending conservatives who insist there 
must be no modification in the racial or 
international policies of Vorster’s 


cabinet. Conversely, white South 
Africans prepared to welcome some 
changes are referred to as members of 
the “verligte" group. 

As reflected in their newspapers, 
English speaking whites tend to give 
me impression that as a group they are 
less hide bound on racial matters than 
the Afrikaners On the individual level 
this is far from a hard and fast 
distinction, however 

Actually, the division between 
racial conservatives and moderates in 
both the white communities now' has 
hecome largely generational, with the 
young tending to be more in favor of 


reform than their elders. 

Vorster has given signs that he is 
prepared to rethink South Africa’s 
racial policies although he has made it 
clear that he wants the government to 
remain under w'hite control. 

However, there are many things that 
could be done to remove personal 
apartheid restrictions— The sort of 
things lumped together as Jim Crow' 
rules in the American South of 15 or 20 
years ago 

Asking the world for a six months 
grace period, Vorster has said: “If 
South Africa is given that chance, they 
neighboring black African states) will 
be surprised at w here the country will 
stand in six to 12 months." 

Obviously, Vorster will have to move 
carefully ittie hopes to carry a majority 
of his party along with him Vorster’s 
quiet efforts to improve South Africa’s 
relations with black countries to the 
North, beginning with Zambia, 
produced a backlash from former 
Transport Minister Ben Schoeman. 

To the delight of the “verkrampte,’’ 
Schoeman vigorously opposed any 
detente between South Africa and 
Zambia Questioning the sincerity of 
Zambian President Kenneth Daunda, 
Schoeman said 

“We must not live under illusions. 
The black states have only one ob- 
jective— a black majority government 
in South Africa At any cost, the white 
man must retain political control of 
white South Africa.” 

Wheredoes the United States stand in 
relation to South Africa’s problems? 
Many South Africans feel Washington 
unnecessarily has been cool tow-ard 
their country and much too impatient 
for a solution to the very complicated 
race problem 


According to the State Department, 
the present United States policy is one 
of “keeping open communication” with 
the South African government on the 
theory that we can encourage moderate 
elements in the republic and perhaps be 
able to foster racial progress. 

The importance of South Africa to 
western defense, as discussed in the 
first article in this series, constitutes 
one good reason for the United States to 
strengthen its ties with South Africa. 
Another equally strong reason has to do 
with financial considerations 

In an increasingly radical world, no 
foreign company ever has been 
nationalized in South Africa Its major 
political parties are committed to the 
principles of free enterprise. 

Average returns on investment range 
from 15 to 17 percent, a major reason 
why South Africa attracts 50 percent of 
the total foreign investments on the 
continent of Africa 

^outh Africa, in fact, is the economic 
spark plug for the whole continent as 
revealed by these statistics. While the 
republic constitutes only about four 
percent of the total land area of the 
continent and six percent of its 
population, it provides 27 percent of the 
continent’s total income. 40 percent of 
its industrial production, 20 percent of 
its exports, and 45 percent of its 
mineral output. 

Fifty percent of the continent’s 
telephones and motor vehicles are 
located in South Africa. 

If the differences between South 
Africa and black Africa were patched 
up, many experts are convinced South 
Africa could lead the entire continent to 
a new high level of prosperity. 

South Africans tell their American 
friends: “That forecast is something to 
think about."

Officer foils 
bank robbery

A bank robbery in Western 
Wayne County last week 
was foiled by an off-duty 
police officer whose quick 
action led to the recovery of 
all money taken in the in- 
cident. 

Det. Tom Sheedy of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department said a black 
male, described as being 
between 6 feet and 6 feet 3 
inches tall and weighing 
approximately 170 pounds, 
entered the Bank of the 
Commonwealth branch at 
Belleville Road and 1-94 at 
1:50 p.m. last Wednesday. 

The man was armed and 
pointed a gun at one of the 
tellers, demanding that 
money be placed in a plastic 
shopping bag he carried. The 
teller obeyed, and the man 
repeated his demand at 
another teller’s cage, police 
reported. 

Thebandit left the building 
and was followed by an off- 
duty Detroit police officer 
who was in the bank at the 
time of the robbery, Sheedy 
added. 


The officer reportedly 
ordered the suspect to halt. 
When the bandit turned on 
the officer, the officer fired 
his gun. It is believed his shot 
may have struck the suspect. 

Sheedy said witnesses 
reported that the 1 man fell to 
the ground, dropping his 
shopping bag. A black 
woman, driving a brown-on- 
brown 1971 Pontiac, then 
drove up to the fallen bandit, 
told him to get in the car and 
drove off at a high rate of 
speed, west on 1-94. 

A Sheriff’s Department 
car, alerted to the robbery 
and waiting at 1-94 and 
Merriman, gave chase but 
lost the suspect car 
somewhere near Schaefer 
Road and 1-94, Sheedy ad- 
ded. 

The detective said a bank 
audit later showed that all of 
the money taken in the in- 
cident was recovered when 
the bandit dropped his 
shopping bag. 

Both the Sheriff’s

working on the case.

Nordic skiing began with 
the Norwegians who devised 
it as the best way of crossing 
snow bound areas Inthe U S. 
it is used for hiking, back- 
packing and exploring and 
can he enjoyed in the con- 
fines of a city' park or w ithin 
the vast limits of a forest 
preserve. 

Because the sport can lie 


adapted to many areas and 
terrains it has a decided 
advantage over downhill or 
Alpine skiing which depends 
heavily on geography, 
weather and snow conditions 
for a successful run 

CROSS-COUNTRY skiing 
is also safer since it is done 
at slower speeds and the 
skier is moving under his 
own power, instead of being 
pulled by the force of 
gravity.

Union white 

collars? 

The United Auto Workers 
(UAW) plans a massive 
organizing drive among the 
auto industry's more than 
100,000 white collar workers 
as soon as thousands now on 
layoff are recalled to their 
jobs 

The UAW has seen its 
dues-paying membership, 
mostly hourly workers, cut 
by some 250,000 in the past 
year because of heavy 
layoffs. 

As a result, according to 
union sources, white collar 
workers are being con- 
sidered with renewed in- 
terest. 

“Our doors already are 
open to anybody who wants 
to get in,” said Douglas 
Fraser, UAW vice-president 
and director of the union’s 
technical, office and 


professional department. 

Sources said the union 
plans to exploit the reported 
discontent stirred among 
non-union, salaried per- 
sonnel during the current 
auto recession. This 
discontent resulted from 
drastic measures adopted by 
som^companies to cut costs, 
including the elimination of 
certain fringe benefits 
previously granted to white 
collar personnel not covered 
by union contracts. 

Ford to fight FTC 

Ford Motor Co. says it will 
fight a Federal Trade 
Comm iss ion ( FTC ) 
allegation that its auto 
mileage ads are misleading 

The FTC last week said it 
plans formal administrative 
action on a Complaint 
charging that Ford ran 
misleading ads for its cars’ 
gasoline mileage. 

The FTC had issued the 


complaint in proposed form 
last July along with similar 
complaints against other 
major automakers as part of 
what the agency said was a 
comprehensive effort to keep 
honest the advertising 
claims of energy savings. 

The Ford ads under 
challenge said four cars 
driven by television per- 
sonality Hugh Downs and 
others got at least 26 miles 
per gallon on a run from 
Phoenix to Los Angeles 

“The test conditions &nd 
the equipment on each of the 
cars tested were fully 
described in the ads,” said 
H R. Nolte Jr., Ford vice- 
president and general 
counsel. “Contrary to what 
the complaint alleges, the 
ads did not say the ordinary 
driver would get the ad- 
vertised mileage in typical 
driving conditions. 

“We already have sub- 
mitted detailed sub- 


stantiation in support of 
these ads showing they are 
true,” Nolte added.

Never mind this, 
but it's Vonnegut

This review probably 
should not be written. 

Why write about a book 
that surely already is known 
to those who might be in- 
terested in reading it. Why 
give up the space to such a 
work? 

Because I like Kurt 
Vonnegut Jr. 

As is the case of most other 
seriously-afflicted admirers 
of this Hoosier humanist, I 
knew that his latest release, 
“Wampeters, Foma & 
Granfalloons,” was on the 
way long before it hit the 
bookstore racks. 

I had combed the various 
weekly isues of book reviews 
and publishers’ advance 
notices waiting for some sign 
of continued life from the 
man who wrote “Cat’s 
Cradle,” “Slaughterhouse 
Five,” “Welcome to the 
Monkey House,” “God Bless 
You, Mr. Rosewater” and 


myriad other literary 
curiosities 

Now' it is here. Described 
by the author as “a collec- 
tion of everything I haTJ ever 
written which had never 
been put between hard 
covers before,” the volume 
contains essays, an un- 
produced screenplay and 
several speeches made 
before various august 
assemblages 

The title ot the collection, 
according to Vonnegut, is 
made up of three w ords from 
another of his works. A 
wampeter, he tells us, is “an 
object around which the lives 
of many otherwise unrelated 
people may revolve.” 
Foma— the plural form of 
“fomum,” I presume— “are 
harmless untruths, intended 
to comfort simple souls.” 
And a granfalloon is “a 
proud and meaningless 
association of human 
beings.” 

And those things are 
exactly what he deals with 


between this set of hard 
covers The man touches us 
with his own compassion for 
the vain struggles of the 
Biafrans; he tells us why 
euthanasia is not really such 
a horrible thought when 
compared with what the 
wonders of medical science 
may lead us to; and he 
describes in sensual detail 
the plesures of sailing lazily 
down an inland waterway in 
Joseph Kennedy’s largely 
unused yachet. 

This book would serve well 
as an introduction to the 
uninitiated Those who have 
not been touched by Von- 
negut’s sad humor and 
boundless joy can find a 
great many interesting 
pieces of the man shoved 
almost haphazardly between 
these two covers. 

But then, if they haven’t 
read him before this they 
probably won’t be in- 
terested Yeah, this review 
probably shouldn’t have 
been written.

Home insulation can be 
made from many types of 
materials but fiber glass is 
the most commonly used 
today. The glass fibers are 


A mailbox is a very func- 
tional feature of your home. 
It can also add to the 
aesthetic qualities of the 
landscape or be a jarring 
distraction. Jt all depends on 
whether you make it an 
integrated part of your 
landscape scheme or merely 
plunk it down. 

“The thoughtful 
homeowner combines 
practicality with beaQty 
when he puts up a mailbox. 
He provides a container that 
is convenient for the mail 
carrier and that also reflects 
the style of the home and 
home grounds,” says Joe 
Cox, Extension landscape 
architect at Michigan State 
University. 

Mailboxes can be rustic or 
modern, made of new 
materials or recycled ones, 
Cox continued. They can be 
fancy or simple, dressed up 
with shrubs or hardy flowers 
or merely set on a sturdy 
post. 

Because they are the 
identifying symbol for your 
home or farm, they should 
reflect the mood of the total

in stages — is in the attic. 
This is because the greatest 
heat loss in winter, and the 
greatest heat gain in sum- 
mer, occurs through the 
roof. 

The place for attic in- 
sulation is in the attic floor, 
sometimes referred to as the 
top floor ceiling. Installing or 
adding insulation here is 
usually simple enough for 
the do-it-yourself 
homeowner. If you don’t 
have at least six inches of 
insulation you need more. 

Next, insulate the walls. In 
an existing house, you 
probably will have to call in 
an applicator with special 
equipment to blow the in- 
sula tioon into the wall 
cavities. You can install the 
insulation yourself if the 
inside walls are open or 
unfinished. Simply staple 
flanges of the paper or foil 
vapor barrier to the exposed 
studs. . 

Finally, floors over 
unheated crawl spaces 
should be insulated. Here, as 
in the attic and walls, the 
insulation’s vapor barrier, 
usually an aluminum foil or 
paper backing, should face 
the heated spaces.
